1. The Man with Nine Lives 1-Sheet Poster. (Columbia, 1940) 
An original U.S. 1-sheet poster for the creepy cryogenics themed 

sci-fi thriller, The Man with Nine Lives. Horror icon Boris Karloff turns 
in one of his finest mad scientist performances as the maniacal Dr. 
Kravaal. Measuring 41"x27", the poster is in good condition with wear 
throughout, including a few small tears along the edges and fold lines 
and some spot paper loss. Some areas are, or once were, repaired with 
tape. $500-$700 


3. Dressed to Kill 1-Sheet Poster. (Universal, 1946) An original 
1-sheet poster for Dressed to Kill, the final Sherlock Holmes film star- 
ting Basil Rathbone as the wizard of Baker Street. Folded as issued, the 
poster measures 41"x27" and is in fair condition with minor browning, 
separation along the fold lines, and surface and edge wear. A strip of 
cello tape was applied to the reverse. $700-$900 


2. Badman's Territory Title Background Artwork. (RKO, 1946) 
Original title sequence background artwork from the Golden Age 
Western, Badman's Territory. Accomplished in pencil and gouache on 
two segments of art board joined together, the piece depicts a party of 
Native American horsemen on the plains. Measuring 24.25"x30.25", 
the background artwork is in good condition with minor wear, most of 
which occurs around the edges, including smudges, small punctures, 
minor discoloration, and slight surface peeling. $500-$700 


4. Macbeth 1-Sheet Poster. (Republic, 1948) An original 1-sheet 
poster for Orson Welles’ adaptation of William Shakespeare's classic, 
Macbeth. Folded as issued, the poster measures 41"x27" and is in fair 
condition. There are small chips to the left edge at center, tiny tears 
and chipsto the edges and fold lines, areas of discoloration, and small 
pin holes. Paper tape has been used on the reverse for reinforcement. 
There are small spots to the right of Welles' face and near his credit 
with applied touchup to small holes or tears. $200-$400 
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5. Walter Koessler Set Design Sketch from Free Love. 
(Universal, 1930) An original set design sketch by Art Director Walter 
Koessler for the marital comedy, Free Love. Accomplished in pencil 
and gouache on trimmed vellum adhered to art board, the sketch is 
hand titled in pencil and initialed below the image, "Bed Room at 
the Ferriers For Half Gods W.R-K" On the board next to the sketch, 
Koessler has provided a diagram for two camera positions within the 
set, one of which is labeled "Master Shot!" Measuring a combined 
7.25"x12.75" on a 15x20" board, the artwork is in very good condi- 
tion with only a light streak of soiling at the upper right of the image. 
The board exhibits corner loss, edge chipping, browning at the edges, 
and some scuffs. $500-$700 


7. Master Minds 1-Sheet Poster. (Monogram, 1949) An original 
U.S. 1-sheet poster for the comedy film Master Minds, the sixteenth 
film in The Bowery Boys series. Folded as issued, the poster measures 
41'x27" and is in fair condition with general wear, pinholes, tears, and 
spots of paper loss throughout. $200-$400 
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6. Jungle Woman Reissue 1-Sheet Poster. (Universal, 1944/R- 
1948) A U.S. 1-sheet poster from the 1948 re-release of the second 
Cheela, the Ape Woman horror film, Jungle Woman. Folded as issued, 
the poster measures 41"x27" and is in fair condition with spots of loss 
and small tears along the edges, corner pinholes, and some separa- 
tion along the fold lines. $200-$400 


8. Abbott & Costello Meet the 
Invisible Man Insert Poster. 
(Universal, 1951) An original U.S. 
insert poster for the Universal 
horror comedy Abbott & Costello 
Meet the Invisible Man. Folded 

as issued, the poster measures a 
full 36"x14" and is in very good 
condition with an extra horizontal 
fold atthe top and bottom, a few 
small edge tears, minute spot 
paper loss in the top quarter, slight 
darkening to the blank margins, 
and some faint smudge soiling in 
the borders. $300-$500 
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9. Mighty Joe Young Half-Sheet Poster. (RKO, 
1949) An original U.S. half-sheet Style B poster 

for the live-action/stop-motion animation classic, 
Mighty Joe Young. The film reunited the King Kong 
creative team and introduced Ray Harryhausen 

in his first film assignment. Folded as issued, the 
piece measures 22"x28" and is in fair condition with 
staple holes, some discoloration, tape applied to 
the front and reverse for reinforcement, and spots of 
yellow paint to the reverse. $400-$600 
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11. Mighty Joe Young Insert Poster. (RKO, 
1949) An original U.S. insert poster for the 
giant ape classic, Mighty Joe Young. Folded as 
issued, the poster measures a 36"x14" and is 
in good condition with heavy corner pinholes 
and scattered holes in the edges of the image, 
a few larger punctures in the image, a 2" sepa- 
10. Mighty Joe Young Reissue 1-Sheet Poster. (RKO, 1949/R-1953) AU.S. 1-sheet poster ration along the bottom fold at left, tiny edge 
for the re-release of Mighty Joe Young. The film, with special effects by Willis O'Brien and Ray tears, moderate browning to the right edge 
Harryhausen, won the Academy Award for Best Visual Effects. Folded as issued, the poster measures which slightly affects the bottom border, and 
41"x27" and is in fair condition. There is uneven trimming along the extreme left edge, spots of some small brown spots in the other margins.

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12. Buffalo Bill Concept Art from Annie Get Your Gun. 
(MGM, 1950) An original concept painting for the Western 
musical, Annie Get Your Gun. The artwork is a concept for a 
mural on the train for Buffalo Bill's Wild West traveling show. 
Accomplished in gouache on art board, the painting depicts 
a portrait of Louis Calhern as Buffalo Bill Cody. The piece 

is illegibly signed at bottom right. Measuring 11°x14.5", 
visible through a 19.25*x23.25" wooden frame, the painting 
includes an etched brass plaque reading, “Annie Get Your Gun 
MGM 1950." It is in very good condition. The frame exhibits 
moderate surface and finish wear. $300-$500 


13. King Kong Reissue 1-Sheet Poster. (RKO, 1933/R-1952)A 
U.S. 1-sheet poster for the 1952 re-release of the Golden Age horror 
classic, King Kong. The striking poster design depicts Kong climbing 
the Empire State building with a captive Fay Wray from one of the 
most influential special effects sequences in cinema history. Folded as 
issued, the poster measures 41"x27" and is in fair condition. The piece 
was mounted to Crescent art board for display, and exhibits browning 
overall, as well as tears, separation along the folds, and some paper 
loss. $200-$400

14. King Kong Reissue Half-Sheet Poster. (RKO, 1933/R-1952) 
AUS. Style-A half-sheet poster for the 1952 re-release of the horror 
classic, King Kong. The duotone poster features an illustration of the 
classic scene when Kong ascends the Empire State Building with Fay 
Wray in his clutches, and photo imagery of stars Robert Armstrong, 
Wray, and Bruce Cabbot. Never folded, the poster measures 22"x28" 
and has been mounted to illustration board. In good condition, it 
exhibits tack holes, spots of discoloration throughout, wrinkling, and a 
white paint splotch in the artwork at lower left. $300-$500 
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15. River of No Return Opening Title Board. (TCF, 1954) An opening title board created for the Marilyn Monroe Western, River of No Return, 
co-starring Robert Mitchum and directed by Otto Preminger. Hand-carved with the film's title, the board is expertly finished and distressed to look 
like rustic reclaimed wood. Though it was created for use in the film, production ultimately opted for a different style of opening title using serif 
lettering. Measuring 14.75"x36.5" and 0.75", the piece is in very good condition with some scratches, nicks, and surface wear. $3,000-$5,000 


16. The Egyptian Opening Title Background Artwork. (TCF, 1954) An original opening title sequence background painting from the 
CinemaScope period epic, The Egyptian. Accomplished in gouache on board, the painting is designed to appear as if painted on a brick wall, 
and depicts a charioteer and combat scene with hieroglyphic captions in the style of Ancient Egyptian art. This background appears in two 
shots of the opening title sequence, one with Darryl Zanuck's producer credit and the other with Michael Curtiz's director's credit. Measuring 
23.25"x46.25" within a 27.25"x49.75" frame, the artwork is in good condition with some water staining at left and in the lower quarter of the 
piece, as well as scattered scratches and scuffs. $2,000-$4,000 
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17. The Thing from Another World Half-Sheet Poster. (RKO, 1951) An original U.S. half-sheet poster for The Thing from Another World. The. 
Howard Hawks sci-fi thriller is considered among the finest genre films of the 50s, and this half-sheet is arguably the best and most graphically 
dynamic first release poster for the title. Measuring 22"x28" the poster is in very good condition with staple holes to the corners and edges, small 
tears, darkening at the extreme edges, some marginal scuffs or smudges, and light background creasing throughout. Marker notation on the 
reverse shows through to the front in the top left corner. Some paper tape has been used on the reverse for reinforcement. $800-$1,000 
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18. Superman and the Mole Men Half-Sheet Poster. (Lippert, 1951) An original U.S. half-sheet poster for Superman and the Mole Men. 
This was the first feature film based on a DC Comics superhero, and the first time future TV icon George Reeves would portray the Man of Steel. 
This rare poster is one of two half-sheet styles created for the first release of the film, but is by far the scarcer of the two, and did not appear in the 
pressbook. Measuring 22°x28", the piece is in good condition with moderate corner pinholes, small tears, edge wear, and spots of paper loss.

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19. Destination Moon 1-Sheet Poster. (Pathe, 1950) An original U.S. 1-sheet poster for Destination Moon, the first major U.S. sci-fi film to 
depict a plausible realistic space travel to the moon. Issued folded, the poster has been mounted to a 41x27" Crescent board and is in fair condi- 
tion. It has border pin and tack holes, edge chipping and tears, a 1.5"x1" area of paper loss in the central top border, cello tape applied to a tear 
at lower right, and even browning over all. $400-$600 
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20. The Day the Earth Stood Still 1-Sheet Poster. (TCF, 1951) An original U.S. 1-sheet poster for director Robert Wise's poignant sci-fi 
parable, The Day the Earth Stood Still. This genre-defining 1-sheet boasts both poetics and action, pairing a symbolic illustration of an alien hand 
gripping the planet with a dynamic composition depicting the death-ray-shooting robot, Gort, menacing a supine Patricia Neal while an Earthling 
army futilely burns through its munitions. Folded as issued, the poster measures 41°x27" and is in very good condition. There is 1" of the top blank 
border that is folded backwards, cello tape has been used on the reverse for reinforcement, there are small spots of separation and paper loss, light 
brown toning at the edges and in the top margin, and edge wear. The colors remain bright and vibrant. It has become exceedingly hard to find a 
completely unrestored example of this poster that presents as well as the piece offered here, as, by this point, many have undergone some level of 
retouching and repair. This is a rare opportunity to own an essential showpiece for any serious science fiction collection. $6,000-$8,000 
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21. The Day the Earth Stood Still Window Card. (TCF, 1951) An original U.S. window card poster for the landmark sci-fi classic, The Day the 
Earth Stood Still. Only "Klaatu brada nikto” can save humankind from the robot Gort in what is arguably the best poster art of the era. Measuring 
18"x14" (the playdate field has been unevenly trimmed), the poster is in good condition with a heavy crease across the center, browning, darkest 
at upper left, color softening, tears at upper right and lower right and left, creasing to the bottom corners with tip loss and to the sides and lower 
portion of the card. The tears and central crease were repaired with masking tape to the reverse, which folds over to the front at center left but 
does not bleed through. $1,000-$2,000 
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22. War of the Worlds 1-Sheet Poster. (Paramount, 1953) An original U.S. 1-sheet poster for producer George Pal's Oscar-winning adaptation 
of the H.G. Wells’ alien invasion classic, War of the Worlds. An otherworldly arm reaches down from the cosmos to snatch an unsuspecting couple 
in one of the most iconic pulp sci-fi designs from the 1950s. Folded as issued, the poster measures 40"x20" (the top and bottom blank borders 
were trimmed so that the poster would better fit in a frame) and is in very good condition. There is a tiny 2.5" long vertical strip of loss from the 
top right edge, an extra vertical fold on either side, cross fold separation, cello tape repair to the bottom cross fold on the reverse, clean corner 
and side staple holes, a few dark spots in the borders, and small areas of browning to the extreme edges. The red and yellow inks used for movie 
posters of the era are known to be volatile and prone to fading, yet the colors on this classic poster remain breathtakingly bright and vibrant. This 
is an opportunity to own a rare unrestored example of a quintessential sci-fi movie collectible. $3,000-$5,000 
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23. The Beast from 20,000 Fathoms 1-Sheet Poster. (WB, 1953) 
An original U.S. 1-sheet poster for the Ray Harryhausen stop-motion 
monster movie, The Beast from 20,000 Fathoms. Folded as issued, the 
poster measures 41"x27" and is fair to good condition. There is a 9" 
tear running from the right edge of the top horizontal fold diagonally 
into the image, separation along the folds, and general surface and 
edge wear. $500-$700 
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25. Invaders from Mars Window Card. (TCF, 1953) An original 
U.S. window card poster for the alien body-swapping thriller, Invaders 
from Mars. Measuring 18"x14" (the playdate field has been trimmed), 
the poster is in fair condition with some discoloration throughout, a 
horizontal and vertical crease, block stains in the borders at either side 
of the bottom of the image, writing in the playdate field, and small 
amounts of paper loss and tears. $300-$500 
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24. The Beast from 20,000 Fathoms Window Card. (WB, 1953) 
An original U.S. window card poster for the atomic monster movie, The 
Beast from 20,000 Fathoms. Measuring 22"x14", the poster is in good 
to very good condition with a large theater ink stamp in the playdate 
field, a thick but unobtrusive horizontal crease across the middle, a 
vertical surface impression running the length of the poster at right from 
previous framing, and some discoloration and edge wear. $300-$500 


26. Ray Bradbury Signed 
It Came from Outer Space 
Insert. (Universal, 1953) An 
original U.S. insert poster for 
the pioneering 3D theatrical 
release of It Came from Outer 
Space, signed by Ray Bradbury 
in black felt pen. Issued folded, 
the poster measures a full 
36"x14" and is in good condi- 
tion with some creases and 
edge wear. $600-$800

There are 
tack holes, spots of discoloration, and minor edge wear. Tape has been used on the reverse for reinforcement. $3,000-$5,000 
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31. Tobor the Great Insert Poster. 
(Republic, 1954) An original U.S. insert 
poster for the boy-and-his-robot sci-fi thriller, 
Tobor the Great. Tobor ("robot" backwards) 
ranks among the most iconic automatons in 
movie history, and the poster's vivid robot 
and damsel motif was the precursor of many 
subsequent ad campaigns, such as that for 
Forbidden Planet. Issued folded, the poster 
measures a full 36"x14" and is in very good 
condition with some edge wear and small 
tears, some separation along the fold lines, a 
0.5" tear in the lower right margin, and some 
discoloration. $500-$700

JOHN AGAR-LORI —— M »— U.S. window card poster for Revenge of the Creature. The last of the Golden Age 
Idi = Universal monsters, Gill-man rampages with a captive beauty in this classic horror 
artwork by Reynold Brown. Measuring 18"x24" (the playdate field has been 
neatly trimmed), the poster is in good to very good condition with an unobtrusive 
horizontal crease across what was once the center of the card, faint vertical surface 
impressions down either side, browning to the white areas, darkening at the 
extreme edges, and a few light scattered spots. $300-$500 


34. Revenge of the Creature Insert Poster. (Universal, 
1955) An original U.S. insert poster for the first sequel to 
Creature from the Black Lagoon, Revenge of the Creature. 
The last of the great Golden Age Universal monsters, the 
poster features Gill-man in chains and a prone Lori Nelson 
amid a backdrop of pandemonium. Issued folded, the 
poster measures a full 36"x14" and is in good condition 
with additional fold creases in the upper and lower third, 
spot surface peeling in the left margin of the middle third, 
tears in the upper, lower, and side margins repaired with 
paper tape to the reverse, minor soiling to margins and 
lighter areas, and edge and corner wear. $700-$900

bumps, edge wrinkling, and handling wear throughout. $500-$700

(Universal, 1956) An original U.S. insert poster for Universal's 
third and final installment in the Gill-man trilogy, The Creature 
Walks Among Us. Issued folded, the poster measures a full 
36"x14" and is in good condition with some discoloration, 
tack marks, small tears, and edge wear. Tape has been used on 
the front and reverse for reinforcement. $500-$700 
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38. Devil Girl from Mars Insert Poster. (Spartan, 1955) An original 
insert poster for the first U.S. release of the English alien abduction 
thriller, Devil Girl from Mars. Issued folded, the poster measures a full 
36"x14" and is in good condition with a tiny hole in the title treatment, 
missing bottom left comer, spots of discoloration, and a few small tears 
including one that was reinforced with tape. $1,000-$2,000 
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39. This Island Earth Insert Poster. (Universal, 1955) An original 
U.S. insert poster for the Universal sci-fi classic, This Island Earth. A peren- 
nial genre-fan favorite, the film enjoyed even greater interest after it was 
featured as the experiment in Mystery Science Theater 3000: The Movie. 
Issued folded, the poster measures a full 36*x14" and is in very good to 
fine condition with minor corner and edge wear. The folds in the upper 
and lower third were likely added later. $500-$700 
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40. This Island Earth 1-Sheet Poster. (Universal, 1955) An original U.S. 1-sheet poster for This Island Earth. A perennial genre-fan favorite, 
the film was priased for its special effects and story, and would later enjoy even greater interest after it was featured as the experiment in Mystery 
Science Theater 3000: The Movie. Folded as issued, the poster measures 41°x27" and is in good condition with moisture staining along the left 
edge, staple holes at the edges, small tears and chips, and some cellotape applied to the reverse for reinforcement. $1,000-$2,000

The Original Series first pilot episode, The Cage. Brad-bound in special Star Trek studio covers, the upper right corner of which is 
marked in felt pen, “Original,” the 67-page script by series creator Gene Roddenberry is hand-dated "9/22/64" (the hand-written date "9/21/64" 
has been crossed out). An important genesis document for the most influential sci-fi series in pop culture history, this script is a drastic revision 
of the Second Revised Final Draft (dated 9/20/64) and consists of original typed rough draft pages dated 9/21/64 and 9/22/64, complete with x'd 
out and typed-over sections, hand corrections, and additional handwritten elaboration; undated mimeo pages, all of which are hand annotated, 
most with consequential revision in the form of alterations to stage directions, line redactions, dialog changes, additions, and omissions, and 
scene renumbering; and inserted pages Frankenstein'd from stapled-together snippets of mimeo pages with additional hand-written content.

Nancy Cartwright has lent her acting talents to a myriad of modern animated classics, live-action films, 
video games, radio productions, and commercials. An accomplished painter and sculptor, her work is ex- 
hibited in the permanent collections of the News Corp. Building in downtown Manhattan and the Univer- 
sity of Southern California. However, Cartwright's passions aren't limited to the arts. She is an active and 
generous philanthropist, as well as a founding member of the Know More About Drugs Alliance. 


The Know More About Drugs (KMAD) Alliance comprises medical experts, consumer drug safety 
representatives, and award-winning documentary filmmakers who have investigated the harmful effects 
of prescribed psychotropic (mind-altering) drugs and synthetic opioids (pain relievers) on children and 
teens. The Alliance also includes parents whose children were severely damaged from being prescribed 
such drugs, and who were not informed of the documented risks before agreeing to administer them to 
their children. 


KMAD does not give parents medical advice; rather its goal is to make them aware of information that 
the U.S. Food and Drug Administration (FDA) provides on prescription drug risks. In this way, parents can 
ascertain which drugs can lead to drug dependence, addiction, and other serious adverse events (side 
effects).

666. Disneyland RR Engine Break Shoe. (Disneyland, c.19505- 
605) An original locomotive brake shoe from the Disneyland Railroad.
